Dear Sir: Rather than remain any longer in 
a position which seems to be causing dissension 
and strife among some of the trainmen of this 
company over a question which we have always 
considered entirely personal with ourselves, 
and in token of our regard and loyalty to you 
personally, we have decided to pay the organ- 
ization dues in dispute and relieve you of any 
further possible annoyance in the matter. We 
forego our personal opinions in this controversy 
for the good of the service. Hoping this action 
will meet with your approval, allow us te re. 
main yours respectfully. 

Twenty signatures were affixed to the let- 
ter, and it was mailed at once. The men 
then notified the union's collector of dues 
at the barns, and each man paid up his 
dues in full from the time he resigned and 
one month’s dues In advance. 

President John H. Larkin of division No. 
241 and other officers of the union were noti- 
fied immediately of the action taken, Presi-

“My client’s arrest is due to the uneasi- 
ness of some Chicago investors in the mining 
stock,” he said. “ Although Mr. Bernier had 
received ample warning, in the form of a tele- 
gram from Chicago, saying that he was un- 
der federal indictment. he made no effort to 
evade arrest.

Though the federal officials of Los Angeles 
have little information against Bernier, a 
government official will leave Chicago at 
once, it is said, taking with him a detailed 
statement covering the alleged criminal acts 
of the defendant. From copies of telegrams 
and letters found on Bernier’s person, the 
man expected the inetitution of criminal pro- 
ceedings. 

Bernier’s Skyrocket Record. 

Bernier cut a swath in eastern financial 
circles for several years by the publication 
of a magazine called the Journal of Finance. 
He gained the confidence of numerous New 
York financial writers, and as a result, it is 
said, the sparks simply flew from his money 
making mill. 

The last straw came when two New York 
men who sent Bergier $1,000 for investment 
received no returns. They instituted an in- 
vestigation and the closing of the doors of 
the Powers building followed and the pro- 
prietor left the city. 

It is claimed he is a member of the Gold- 
field stock exchange and represented in 
San Francieco and Pittsburg exchanges.

tertaining and wandered out of his way 
when spotted by the thugs, who eepied 
his jewelry and enticed him into the court 
under tome pretext or other.

The body was lying in the corner 
of the angle formed by Lyon & Healy's 


wWabash avenue building and their Adams 


street music store. The Adams street store 
forms the short tail“ on the L struc- 
ture, but it is sufficiently long to obscure 
the rays of light from the electric p on 
the north side of Adame street. Along the 
rear of the main buliding and about two and 
one-half feet above the ground is constructed 
the platform from which wagons are loaded 
and unloaded. 


How Body Was Discovered. 

W. H. Snyder, superintendent of the Citl- 
sens’ Street Cleaning association, which looks 
after the downtown streets, discovered the 
body and sent one of his men to notify Police- 
man James J. Dineen, who patrols a beat on 
The body was still warm, and 
Holmes was rushed to the Harrison street 
emergency hospital, but Dr. C. Wall said 
that death had overtaken him a short time 
previously. 

The police learned that the alley where the 
dead man was found is often frequented by 
vagrants who sleep there at night during 
the summer. . None of these was-found last 
night, however, and the barkeepers and 
Others of the neighborhood whose duties em- 
ploy them late at night could not recall 
having seen any suspicious characters there 
the night before. 


No Cries Heard in Alley. 

Just across the alley, perhaps thirty feet 
away from the place where the body was 
found, is the alle} entrance of the buffet in 
the Republic building. The colored porter 
there said last night that the night before 
he had closed the alley entrance at 11 o'clock. 


The saloon did not close until. a few minutes 


before 1 and during the interim the bar- 
keeper heard no cries. No one can be found 
who heard eny cries, and this fact is regarded 
us strange by the police unless it is in sup- 
port of the theory that Mr. Holmes dropped 
dead. 

Holmes had been in the habit of frequenting 
the buffet in the Republic building up to 
three months ago. He was familiar with the 
alley entrance. In fact, it is said to be the 
only entrance he ever used. 

The night porter of the States restaurant, 
which faces om Adams street, was in the 
alley within a few feet of where the body 
was found at 1:80 yesterday morning, but 
saw nothing. It was dark, and he may have 
overlooked the body. 

It is known positively that Holmes had less 
than $200 on his person Wednesday noon, 
anc by the time he was robbed much of this 
must have been spent. for he spent the inter- 
vening time in the entertainment of numer 
ous delegates. 

Mysterious Message Sent. 

Late yesterday afternoon, while the body 
was being prepared for removal from Rols- 
ton's morgue to the family residence, some 
mysterious person inquired over the tele- 
phone at the undertaker's rooms where they 
should send the watch and other belong- 
mas of Holmes. The person at the other 


end of the wire, who refused to give his 


name, promised to send them down at once. 
They had not been returned at/a late hour. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler looked puzzled 

when he learned of this, but made no com- 

ment. The evident purpose was to perplex 
those conducting the investigation. The only 
effect a message of that sort could have 
would be to confuse the police Into thinking 
that some friend might have taken Holmes’ 
belongings for safe keeping, and that death 
Was caused after this friend left him. 

Even were that true it would not explaia 
f how 83 cents from the dead man's pockets 
F became scattered about the alley. Neither 
Goes it explain how the man’s cuffs had be- 
come unbuttoned from the shirt sleeves and 
then dropped beside the body after the dia- 
mond links had been removed. The first re- 
ports were that the bloody imprint of a man’s 
hand was found upon Holmes’ shirt, but the 
police assert these marks are not hand im- 
Prints. dut stains made by the dripping blood 
“from his nose. 


Suspect Negro at First. 

These supposed hand imprints for a time 
caused the police to think that Artley Wheel 
er, a negro who is suffering from a gunshot 
wound in his left hand, might know some- 
thing about the holdup and murder. Wheeler 
was found early in the morning at State 
street and Jackson boulevard by Policeman 
Magnue and taken to Harrison street sta- 
tion. The negro was acting strangely and 
wes arrested on general principles. Before 
long he became violent and had to be re- 
moved to the Detention hospital. is san- 
ity will be looked into. A physician said 
‘that the negro’s wound Was several days old, 
which caused the police to conclude that he 
‘had nothing to do with the slaying of Holmes.

We are not 
certain whether Holmes was struck with s 
sand bag cr a man’s fist. We hope to deter- 
mine that when we learn the power of the 
blow. There is a chance of his having suf- 
fered the injury through being knocked.on 
the ground, his head coming in contact with a 
rounded stone. I think ws a case of mur- 
der. 

„A man in normal condition might have 
suffered such a blow and the effect would 
have been only temporary,” said Dr. Lewke. 
* But Mr. Holmes was in a weak condition 
and not able to stand the shock. His liver 
was disordered and he seems to have suf- 
fered from other organic.diseases. Had as- 
sistance arrived and he received proper medi- 
cal attention his life might have been saved. 


Sure He Wasn't Strangled. | 

„ We are looking for the men who robbed 
Mr. Holmes, said Assistant Chief Schuettler 
late last night, but are not positive that 
he was murdered. There were no marks on 
him to indicate that he was strangled. 

‘* There are always abrasions in the neck 
or coagulations where the strangle hold is 
employed, as I have been particular to notice 
in the case of persons who have been killed 
by strangulation. The last case we had was 


“ The man's kidneys and other organs were 
in a diseased state and Dr. Moyer, who as- 
sisted Dr. Lewke in conducting the post 
mortem, agreed that he might have dropped 
dead at any time. THe police don't wish to 
shirk ‘responsibility and the man may have 
received a blow strong enough to kill him, 
but it is a plausible theory that he was dead 
when he was robbed. He may have. been 
followed and slugged. We are working on 
both theories.*’ 

No effort will be spared by the men under 
me to arrest the perpetrators of the crime,” 
said Chief Shippy. 80 far it has been im- 
possible to ascertain just when the murder 
took place. The statement of a watchman 
indicates that Holmes was not in the alley 
at 1:45 a, m., and this serves to deepen the 
riddle.“ 

“On its face it locks like murder,” said 
Inspector Lavin. ‘‘ His diamonds evidently 
proved too tempting for the holdup men.“ 

Insull Not Sure of Murder. 

Jam not sure-that Mr. Holmes was mur- 
dered, said Samuel Insull, president of the 
Commonwealth Edison company, and tbe 
dead man’s closest friend. He may have 
wandered into the alley and dropped dead. 

“Mr. Holmes had at least two fainting 
spells to my Knowledge, within the last two 
years; but nono within several months. One 
was in the Commonwealth Edison building, 


was at the Wellington hotel, I think. 

The post-mortem examination has failed 
to show that Mr. Holmes was strangled. The 
more I think of the matter the more I am 
inclined to believe that he suffered a collapse 
and while in an unconscious state, or perhaps 
after he was dead, was bed by som one 
who passed through the alley. 

“The slight discoloration over one eye 
may have been caused by a blow received in 
falling. He was a strong man and aggres- 
sive, and would have put up a fight rather 
than allow himself to be robbed. 

“So far as I have been able to find out he 
was last seen at the Auditorium Annex a 
little after 11 o'clock. W. H. Francis, pur- 
chasing agent of the Boston Edison company, 
talked with him there. he told me tnis after- 
noon. From that time all trace of Mr. 
Holmes appears to have been lost. 


In the Best of Spirits. 

Mr. Insull’s theory is that after leaving the 
Annex Mr. Hcimes started to make the 
rounds of some of the hotels. He might have 
been on his way to the Grand Pacific or the 
Great Northern, he thought. He personally 
had last seen Mr. Holmes at the Auditorium 
hotel at 8:25 0 ‘clock, when he appeared to be 
in the best of spirits. 

He was a fine man all the: way through,“ 
said Mr. Insull, in commenting om his friend. 
“ He'd take a drink occasionally with a party

was not what you would call a drinking man.

Widow Is Prostrated. 

Mrs. Mary Kinney Holmés, the widow, 
broke down from nervous prostration when 
informed of the crime. She and their son, 
William, Zi years old, a senior at the Ar- 


mour institute, and the daughter, Miss Alice. 


Loretta Holmes, 2 years old. were 
waiting for the arrival of the husband and 
father when the news was broken tothem by 
the police. It was unusual for Holmes to be 
away from home after midnight. 

‘Young Holmes hastened to the morgue, ana 
at 6 o'clock in the morning President Insull 
reached there in his automobile. William 
Holmes told the police that his father was not 
subject to apoplexy, as stated by others, and 
the young man was positive from the start 
that his parent had been murdered for his 
valuables. 

I never knew of my father having’ an 
enemy, and I am eatisfied beyond doubt that 
he was killed in a carefully planned holdup,”’ 
said the young man. For the particular 
work father was doing at the convention— 
entertaining the company’s guests and cus- 
tomers—he carried ldrge sums of money. I 
believe this fact was known to his assailants, 
The last time I, saw father alive was at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning, when he left 
home. 


Family Becomes Anxious. 

„He told us he would. go to the convéntion 
from the office. We were not worried when 
midnight arrived and he still was out, be- 
cause he had been staying out late since 
the convention began. But when ne had not 
returned by 2 o’clock we became alarmed. 

When father left home he wore a diamond 
stud, a ring on the third finger of his left 
hand, diamond cuff buttons, and a watch and 
chain. All these and his money are gone.” 

Miss Holmes confirmed her brothers state- 
ment about their father carrying large sums 
of money since the convention began. Be- 
tween sobs the young women made this state- 
ment: 

Father left home at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and remained at his office until noon, 
when he conducted a party of friends to the 
west side plant at West Twenty-second and 
Figk streeta. They had luncheon there about 
8 o'clock. and that was the last we heard of 
father until the police told us he was dead.“ 

It is told that Mr. Holmes firet obtained 
employment with the company, then the 
Western Edison, by replying toa sign, ‘‘ Boy 
wanted,“ that was displayed in a window. 

Mr. Holmes was born in England in 18638. 
From the position of helper in the wire de-

The Harrison 
street police took the man to the hospital. 
His condition was said to be*serious last 
night. 


Hides Identity; Kills Himeelf. 


An unknown man committed suicide by 
shooting himself at Seventy-fifth street and 
East End avenue yesterday morning. He 
was well dressed, apparently about 40 years 
old, with all marks of identification carefully 
stripped from his body and clothing. A note 
in his coat pocket explained his action to 
the police. It read as follows: 

Please do nox try to find out whoTam. I killed 
myself. I don’t care for anything from this cold 
world. I only ask for a little favor, that some one 
Gig my grave. I have some money in my shoe 
for funeral expenses. Don’t undress me and don’t 
let any phyeician dissect my body. 

In one shoe $55 in bills was found. He 
wore a new suit of blue serge, white shirt, 
patent leather shoes, and a soft black felt 
hat. The news of the suicide came to the 
police through a telephone message. Shortly 
before 3 o'clock a man called up the Grand 
Crossing station and said he had heard two 
shots fired, and upon investigation found the 
man dead. 

The body was taken to a nearby under- 
taking establishment, and a search revealed 
the note to the police and the money. No 
trace as to the informant to the police was 
found, but the theory of suicide was ac- 
cepted: 

Another Unknown Man Ends Life. 

The third suicide of the day was that ofan 
unidentified man about 35 years old, who 
slashed his throat with a razor in the barber 
shop of Benjamin Adler, 105 Halsted street. 
He was well dressed and left no explanation 
for taking his life. He entered the shop 
shortly after 1 o’clock when Adler and two 
harbers were busy. He walked over to one 
of the shelves, seized a razor, and drew it 
across his throat, falling to the floor uncon- 
scious. 

Former Druggist Takes Life. 

After registering under the name of Rich- 
ard M. Hanson, Richard N. Halverson, who 
at one time owend a drug store at 228 West 
Clybourn place, committed sufcide at the 
Vestibule hotel, 98 Van Buren street. An 
empty vial which had contained „ 
tablets was found near the body. 


WIFE’S PARENTS FORCED A 
RACE SUIC/DE PACT, SAYS MAN 


Alienation Suit for $100,000 Damages 
Discloses Charges of Antipathy to 
Grandchildren. 


White Plains, N. T., May 21.—[Special. }— 
Justice Tompkins, in the Supreme court here 
today, heard testimony on the action of 
Claude F. Day, former president of the Day 
Manufacturing. company of Jersey City, 
against Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Turner of 
Malone, N. Y., parents of Mr. Day’s wife. for 
$100,000 damages for alienation of the affec- 
tions of Mrs. Day. Mr. Day also alleges his 
father and mother-in-law have taken his 
daughter from him. 

Mr. Turner is wealthy, and the marriage of 
his daughter, Hazel Grace Turner, to Mr. 
Day on Oct. 12, 1904, attracted much atten- 
tion in Malone. On Feb. 14, 1906, Mr. Day 
alleges he returned home and found his wife 
and baby gone and the house deserted. Mr. 
Day testified that just before the wedding 
Mrs. Turner warned him she did not want 
her daughter to become a mother. 

Mr. Day said that after the birth of his 
daughter the attitude of Mr. and Mrs. Turner 
toward him seemed to change. 

“Instead of stopping at our house they 
stopped at the Murray Hill hotel, and were 
cool and disagreeable toward me. Mrs. Tur- 
ner told me I had made a promise not to 
have any children, and that I had not kept 
my promise. This was Sept. 18, 1905,” Mr. 
Day declared. 

Robert M. Moore said this afternoon in 
opening his defense, that he would show 
that within four weeks after her marriage 
Mr. Day forced his wife to negotiate a note 
upon which she got $5,000 from her father. 


Woman Convicted of Murder.

‘The investigation will aim to put a check 
on the devious methods that promise to be 
introduced into this trial. ‘The trial is more 
than the trial of one man. It is a fight be 
tween the most powerful Chinese tongs in 
thé United States. 


Told by State’s Lawyers. 

It was the state’s lawyers who first brought 
the notice of the court to the irregular ac- 
tions of men in the courtroom. Whether on 
of the jurors first informed the attorneys 
has not been revealed. None of the lawyers 
engaged on either side would discuss the mat- 
ter in a detailed way, but the efforts to 
tamper with the jurors in behalf of the men 
on trial for their lives are said to have been 
the boldest that have come to notice in Chi- 


cago in many years. 

The information given to Judge Chytraus 
brought the trial to a halt Wednesday morn- 
ne and it was not resumed until yesterday 

d noon. Many conferences were held in 
the udge’s chambers and the lawyers were 
cautioned on pain of a fine for contempt of 
court against divulging any of the subjects 
discussed. 

The situation became so acute that it was 
feared at one time that the entire panel would. 
have to be discharged. This was not because 
the jurors were suepected of wrongdoing or 
of being “ fixed,” but because the fact that 
they had been questioned by one side would 
tend in the mind of that side of the case to 
create prejudice at the start. 


Jurors Resent Implication. 


The jury is composed of intelligent and 
substantial business men. They resented the 
implication against them which the halt in 
the trial and the whispered conferences in- 
dicated. They threatened to start an in- 
vestigation of their own to discover who 
was responsible. 

It is not at all certain that anything can 
be proved against any of the suspects who 
have been seen by detectives. By the law- 
vers for the defense the whole affair is called 
an outrage, and the charges are said to be 
without foundation. If the state does not 
call for an investigation these lawyers are 
quite likely to do so, terming the charges 
an “unwarranted assassination of charac-. 
ter.“ 

There has been no assassination of char - 
acter,“ said Mr. Popham.

Attorneys Argue Frontage Consent Is 
Not Required by Law. 


The test case which will decide whether 
the sanitary district may erect pole lines 
for the distribution of electric power in the 
streets of municipalities without obtaining 
frontage consents was argued yesterday be- 
fore Master in Chancery Zeisler. The case 
is an injunction seught by Citero property 
owners, but the same point is involved in 
the refusal of the Busse administration: to 
permit the erection of the drainage board's 
wires in Chicago streets, 

Attorneys John C. Williams and P. C. 
Haley, representing the drainage trustees, 
argued that the district was authorized by 
the original act to enter upon public ways 
in establishing improvements. They put 
forth the claim that the district iagnot re- 
quited to get permits from the municipality 
controlling the streets or frontage consents 
of the property owners. The permit obtained 
from the village of Cicerd, they explained, 
was for police protection only, and not for 
authority to string wires. f * 

Ross C. Hall, representing the Grant Land 
association, took the position that the dis- 
trict must obtain frontage consents, like any 
private corporation seeking to distribute 
electric light. 4

BREAKS RECORDS BY HOURS. 


Giant Cunarder Arrived Off Fire Island 
Early This Morning. 


New York, May-22,2a.m.—[Special.]—The 
Cunarder Lusitania broke all transatlantic | 
records on the trip from Queenstown whenit 
finished off Sandy Hook lightship early this 
morning. The steamship came over the long 
course of about 2,890 miles, averaging more | 
than twenty-five ‘knots. At times its hourly 
speed on the nautical westward day of twen- 
ty-five hours was more than twenty-six 
knots. This is certain: The Cunard line 
has a mortgage on that $760,000 British mail 
subsidy which the liner and its sister shfp, 
the Mauretania, will earn when they averige 
on one round trip 24.50 knots. 

The Lusitania was reported off Fire isiand 
at 1:06 o'clock this morning. A thick fog 
made it impossible for the observer at Fire 


island to see the ship, but the steamer, by 


ite wireless apparatus, notified the shore sta- 
tions of its whereabouts. 

The fog and storm apparently have de- 
layed the liner, but it is certain, barring ac- 
eldents, thet it will beat its best record over 
the long course by several hours. 

The time may not excel that made over the 
short course—about 110 miles leas than the 
present—of four days eighteen hours and 
forty minutes, but it will come pretty close 
to those figures,

Gov. Hughes will get 126 votes on the first 
ballot and be nominated for president on the 
fourth or fifth: ballot—according to his cam- 
paign manager. Andrew B. Humphrey, who 
reached Chicago yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Humphrey was the first campaign manager 
to get on the job, and thus suffered from no 
competition in prognostication. 

Mr. Humphrey. who is secretary of the 
National Hughes league, opened headquarters 
on the top floor ef the Auditorium Annex and 
announced that he is to remain here till after 
the convention. He nailed up a gampalen 
Hthograph of the candidate and then began 
figuring up his delegates. 


wm When he got to New York with 78 dele- 


gates Mr. Humphrey decided to be ultra- 

conservative and put down 68 for Hughes. 

But for publication he claimed the 78. 
Expects Roosevelt at Convention. 

Gov. Hughes will not attend the conven- 
tion, said Mr. Humphrey, who added that 
he wouldn't be surprised to see Président: 
Roosevelt here looking after Secretary Taft's 
interests. 

“All efforts to make it appear that Gov. 
Hughes’ name will not be presented to the 
convention have failed,’’ said Mr, Humphrey. 
„He will receive at least 126 votes on the 
first ballot, and we believe will steadily gain 
until the fourth or fifth ballot—when we er- 
pect he will be nominated. 5 

“There has been much speculation as to 
how many votes the governor would re- 
ceive from his own state. I think he will 
get seventy-eight, because the opposing. 
votes are from districte represented by 
‘practical politicians,’ who know they can- 
not safely face their constituents with local 
candidates in November unless they respect 
the wishes of the people of the state of New 
York in June. 

Bureaus Called Misleading. 

„The number of votes I givé the governor 
on the first ballot is about double the number 
allowed by the various semi-official bureaus 
of information, but it is the truth. Vice 
President Fairbanks and Speaker Cannon 
will have double the number of votes con- 
ceded by the Taft bureau, and Senators 
Knox, La Follette, and Foraker will start 
with many more than the public hae been, 
led to expect. Senator Foraker will receive 
approximately 100 votes on the firat ballot— 
ten from Ohio.” , 

Mr. Humphrey said the Taft boomers had 
suffered several hard jolts, culminating in 
thejr failure to dispose of Hughes in the 
vice presidency, and the personal victory of 
the New York governor over the bosses in 
hjs appeal to the people on the rece track 
legislation. The latest blow, he said, was 
the smashing of the Taft slate for temporary 
officers of the convention. 

Says Taft Can’t Win. 

“In the estimation of those who know 
the facts, continued Mr. Humphrey. Mr, 
Taft will never come within 100 votes ot 
being nominated en the first or any other 
ballot. 

“Mr. Blaine came within twenty votes of 
being nominated, but failed. Taft is not the 
popular idol Blaine was. His popularity, in 
spite of his ability and amiability, consists 
largely of the president's strong personal 
support, with the addition of several hundred 
federal officeholders who think enough of 
their jobs to desire a winning candidate.’’ 

Speaker Cannon will open headquarters at 
the Annex June 1. John Eversman, secre- 
tary to Congressman McKinley, will be in 
charge.

MEMBERS OF MAYOR’SCABINET

City Officials and Politicians Leave for 
Springfield to Work for the Passage 
of Revenue Measure. 


Mayor Busse departed for Springfield last 
night at the head of a delegation of city of- 
ficials and poNticians to work for the passage 
by the legislature of the revenue bills in- 
creasing the borrowing power of municipali- 
ties. The delegation is armed with a peti- 
tion for the passage of the bills signed by 
the mayors of 100 Illinois cities. 

With the mayor were Corporation Counsel 
Brundage, Commissioner of Public Worke 
Hanberg, Controller Wilson, Collector Mager- 
stadt, Private Secretary Mullaney, Cari 
Mueller, and Fred Stowe. The party will 
put in a hard day of lobbying today and re- 
turn tonight or tomorrow. 

After describing the provisions of the bills 
the petition of the mayors adds these argu- 
ments in their favor: 

Taxes in Chicago cannot be increased if these 
bille are passed, and the only eff produceé on 
Chicago will be an inerease in ite wing power. 

Taxes in other cities of the state cannot be in- 
creased except by the direct action of the cities 
effected, and many of our cities are in sore need 
of a decided increase in the revenue. 

Without this increase in the revenue our cities 
ere unable, and will continue to be unable, to pay 
their share of improvements made by special as- 
sesements, to make further improvements that 
are sadly needed, to maintain and clean our streets 
and aileys, maintain our sidewalks, maintain our 
sewers, light our streeta, and give proper police 
protection.

SEBK NEW GUNNESS CRIMES 


Cellar of Burned Hotse Excavat- 
ed but No Bodies Found. 


TO DIG IN CHICKEN YARD. 


Duquesne, Pa., Man May Be One of 
Widow's Victims. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Laporte, Ind., May 21.—[Special.]—Dig- 
ging for bodies Was resumed today at the 
Gunness farm. The bottom of the cellar of 
the burned farmhouse was excavated to a 
depth of three feet without finding anything 
material to add to the history of Mrs. Bella 
Gunness crimes. 

When asked tonight whether he expects to 
find more dismembered bodies in the Gun- 
ness chicken yard tomorrow, Sheriff Smut- 
ger replied: 

„ wouldn't be suprised at anything. We 
shall dig all-over the chicken yard, in sev- 
eral other places of suspicious appearance, 
and, if we can get to it,. under the barn. The 
general belief that more bodies remain to be 
+ found probably is well founded.” 

Eleven razors, a heart shaped jewel box 
of gold, and a man’s watch chain of foreign 
workmanship were added to Sheriff Smut- 
ger’s relics of the fire tonight: 

John E. Buntner of Duquesne, Pa., may 
heve fallen victim to Mrs. Gunness. Accord- 
ing to a daughter, Mrs. Kuler of McKees- 
port, Pa., Buntner left his home on Nov. 25, 
1907, without telling his relatives where he 
was going. Buntner had been talking about 
a woman he intended to marry out in In- 
diana.“ 

Only five more witnesses, including Sheriff 
Smutzer, remain to be heard by the grand 
jury in the case of Ray Lamphere, accused 
of burning Mrs. Gunness and her children 
and suspected in aiding Mrs. Gunness in the 
murder of Andrew K. Helgelein. Indict- 
ments probably will be voted tomorrow after- 
noon.

Search Ruins; Start Inquiry. 

This morning the ruins will be searched 
to learm whether bodies are buried there, 
and with this investigation will be one 
by the city building department to ascer- 
tain whether the injuries and possible deaths 
were in any sense due to a violation of the 
fire laws. 

Actording to Louis Falkenstein, one of the 
employés, two or three of the men were cut 
off by locked doors, these having beer 
closed to prevent the entrance of persons 
having no business on the upper floors. 

At the county hospital Falkenstein reiter- 


/ ated that -when he leaped to the street at 


least three other men were on that floor. 
Besides these the police were told a man 
War seen at a second floor window, but 
before aid could reach him he fell back 
into the flames. 

Knight Gets Into Action. 

Assistant Building Commissioner Knight 
detailed Inspectors Birns and Hein to make 
the investigation. They were sent to the 
county hospital to question Falkenstein. _ 

*The factory was inspected last summer,” 
said Assistant Building Commissioner 
Knight, “and we warned the people to 
keep their doors unlocked. It is a case of 
one common steirway and the doors being 
locked. We will sift the matter to the bot- 
tom.“ 

Mr. Knight said he had found the same 
conditions in several other establishments, 
and had found it necessary to send in- 
spectors to several places as often as every 
two weeks. The proprietors of factories, 
he said, keep the doors locked rather than 
employ a watchman to guard them. 


Escape Cut Off; Many Leap. 

The fire started at 1:15 o’clock and ten 
minutes later the rear wall and roof of the 
box factory building fell in. Cut off from 
the stairways in the center of the building, 
a few moments after the fire was discovered, 
and unable to wait until firemen could reach 
them with ladders, employés of the Winter-

Mr. Wintermeyer stood for a moment on 
the window ledge looking gut from his 6ffice 
and then pitched forwards into the street. 
Smoke and flames were pouring at the mo-

meyer’s clothing ablase as he leaped down 
and then while he lay unconecious on the 
sidewalk. Firemen and policemen rushed 
up to him and dragged him to safety. He is 
badly injured. 


Plucky ‘Girls Gave Employer. 

Walter Seuss, president of the glass com- 
pany, owes his rescue to two of the girls he 
employed. Rose Bender and Helen Mo- 
Cracken were.at work on the third floor when 
the fire got under way. They jumped to the 
roof of a lower bullding at the rear and were 
slightly injured, 

Mr. Seuss followed them, but was so in- 
jured that he was unable to move after he 
had reached the roof. Catching him by the 
arma, the girls pulled him to the opposite side, 
where all three were removed. N 

No Other Way to Escape. 

Falkenstein and Cissell, who are among 
the seriously hurt, were caught with fifteen 
other men on the third floor. Cissell eamashed 
a window and jumped, striking telephone 
wires below. These broke his fall. Falken- 
stein was not so fortunate. He grabbed at 
the wires, but missed, breaking both ankles 
when he struck the pavement, 

„We were caught like rats in a trap,“ 
said Cissell at the county hospital later. 
“When smoke filled our workroom some of 
the men rushed toward the door, and when 
they threw it open, flames broke in. The 
only way left for us to save ourselves was 
by jumping.” 

Falkenstein said. there had been several 
fires in the building since its erection in 1900. 
He added that he was sure three or four men 
had failed to escape from the third floor. 


Vieck Warns the Others. . 
Joseph Vieck said he and Wintermeyer 
were in their office when he noticed the smell 
of smoke. 
J ran to the door and saw the building 
was on fire. I called to the persons on the 


‘floor above, telling them to run from the 


building. Then I hurried back to the office 
and threw the books into the vault. By this 
time we were cut off fromthe stairway. The 
whole building seemed to be on fire. Men 
were jumping from windows and women 
were screaming. I saw there was nothing 
else we could do, so we jumped. Just a few 
seconds later the building collapsed.’’ 

At the time of the fire parents of many 
of the. pupils of the Komensky school, West 
Twentieth and Throop streets, went to the 
schoolhouse and demanded that their chil- 
dren be allowed to leave, fearing the blaze 
would spread. The request was granted, 
and in a few minutes the 1,800 pupils filed 
out of the bullding in good order.

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IN BISHOP BALLOT 


Opposition by Eastern Men 
May Cause Defeat of the 
Chicago Pastor. 


FIFTH VOTE IS TAKEN. 


Spirited Politics Springs Up in 
Methodist Conference, with 
Disastrous Effect. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Baltimore, Md, May 21.—[{Special.]—Five 
ballote for bishop have been taken by the 
Methodist general conference and, accord- 
ing to apparently reliable reports of the 
last ballot this evening, only two of the eight 
bishops have been chosen. These men— 
William F. Anderson of New York and John 
L. Nuelson of Berea, O., were elected on the 
second ballot yesterday. 

The fifth ballot was taken at 6 o'clock and 
the tellers were unusually careful to keep 
the result from the public. The count was 
over, however, at 8 o'clock, and by mid- 
night the report was spread generally that 
no additional bishops had been chosen, al- 
though on the fourth ballot three men had 
been close to the goal—Presidents Hughes 
and Lewis of western universities and Dr. 
cL W. Smith of Pittaburg. 


Illinois Delegates Retaliate. 


Tonight's gossip has it that the totals of 
Toth President Hughes and Dr. Smith de- 
wliined on the fifth ballot, and Dr. Hughes’ 
vote certainly could not have increased much 
without election. -The story is told in ex- 
planation of Dr. Hughes’ decreased vote that 
some one went over to the Rock River con- 
ference just before the fifth ballot and re- 
ported that the Indiana delegations were 
knifing Dr. Quayle. As a result the Illinois 
men did not vote for the De Pauw president 
on the fifth ballot. 

While some of the leaders Jost on this bal- 
lot, it is said some of the men further down 
in the list made good gains. One of these is 
reported to have been Dr. Hingely, the con- 
ference secretary, and the other is Homer 
Stuntz, whose Philippine work has made 
him popular among Methodists.

BOND AD REVENUE BILLS. , 

The house members will be at Spring- 
field today. The bond and revenue bills 
passed by the senate await their action, 
which should be favorable. There is op- 
position to the bills in some quarters on 
the ground that if they were passed as 
they stand it would be possible to n- 
crease village, levee, road and bridge, dis- 
trict school, high school, and school build- 
ing taxes. So it would if the voters of 
the villages, levee districts, and road and 
school districts chose to vote higher taxes 
upon themselves. As a rule the voters 
of these smaller municipalities make a 
conservative use of the taxing power 
vested in them. A majority of the voters 
are taxpayers, and they think twice be- 
fore they vote a tax. In aumerous in- 
stances they refuse to tax themselves as 
heavily as they could under existing laws. 
Such men at least would not be led into 
temptation by the passage of the bond 
and revenue bills. ’ 

Tun Tarsus does not know of any 
of these small taxing bodies, controlled 
as they are by the taxpayers, which 
would abuse the grant of power to vote 
higher taxes. It does not believe that 
there are any in the speaker's county of 
McHenry. But there are many of these 
minor municipalities which would like to 
have an increased taxing power. The 
assessed valuation of one-fifth does not 
permit them to raise all the revenue they 
need. If the assessed valuation were 
raised to one-third there are numerous 
school districts in Illinois which would 
promptly provide themselves with better 
schools. They should not be denied the 
privilege. ä a %

Because 
of this, apathy it grew and swallowed up 
a larger and larger percentage of the earn- 
ings of the ignorant and the poor.

At fits instance the Citizens’ association 
took up the fight and stuck to it until it 
had won all along the line. When it 
began there was a city administration 
which gave it cold comfort. For the last 
year there has been an administration 
which has been desirous to wipe out the 
policy bueihess. As a consequence the 
police have done admirable work. They 
have shown what they can do when they 
get the right kind of orders, 

While rejoicing over what has been ac- 
complished it should not be forgotten that 
the fight against policy is like woman’s 
work in that it is never done. As long 
as there are people who are ready to haz- 
ard their small wages in the hope of 
gains which never come, 60 long will 
there be men who wil] accommodate them 
unless the agents of the law are always 
on the alert. One of the assistant state’s 
attorneys who has been managing the 
prosecution of the policy writers is aware 
of. that and says: “ We will watch these 
men as closely as ever.”

The new duke of Haroourt, tenth bearer of 
the title and chief of that great Franco- 
Engligh house which is represented in Great 
Britain by the cabinet minister, Lewis Har- 
court (and his American wife, niece of J, 
Pierpomt Morgan), is @ little fellow only 6 
years of age and has before him a long 
minority, during which he will be under the 
care of his widowed mother, daughter of the 
duc de la Rochefoucauld-Doudeauville, and 
his her, the old dowager duchess, by 
birth a Countess Mercy d' Argenteau. The 
Harcourts are one of the oldest and most 
historic families in France, and trace their 
origin to Bernard the cousin of Rdllo, 
duke of Normandy, in 012,“through whom he 
was invested with the lordship of Harcourt, 
in what is now the department of the Eure. 
The senior branch of the family hae for ite 
chief the marquis d' Harcourt d’Olonde, the 
marquisete dating from 1750; but although 
the ducal branch ig the younger, yet it h 
always been accounted the most important 
and possesses not alone the dukedom of Har- 
court, created in November, 1700, but likewise 
the dukedom of Beuvron, conferred in 1784, 
while it also owns the marquisates of Thury, 
in Calvados, and of de la Meilleray, both of 
them dating back to the early part of the 
severmteenth century. 

The Harcourts took an agtive part in the 
conquest of England under William of Nor- 
mandy, one of them commanding the Nor- 
man archers at the battle of Hastings, and. 
their names appear as such on the Battle 
Abbey. roll, on the Bayeux tapestry in Brun- 
tons Chronicle, and in Leland’e Collec- 
tanea.”” It was during the reign of King 
Richard Coeur de Lion that one of the Har- 
courte became possessed of Stanton Har- 
court, in Oxfordshire, now owned by Lewis 
Harcourt. A Harcourt fought at Evesham, 
on the side of the great earl of Leicester; an- 
other who espoused the cause of the house of 
York was killed in the war of the rosea, yet 
another carried Henry VII.’@ standard at the 
battle of Bosworth. 
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One of the Harcourts took a leading part in 
the colonization of Virginia. In Queen Anne’e 
reign Simon Harcourt became lord high chan- 
cellor of England, his grandson and successor 
being subsequently created earl of Harcourt, 
a title which lapsed at his death in 1880, when 
the male line in England became extinct, ite 
name, ite armorial bearings, and its posses- 
sions passing to the nephew of the last earl, 
William Vernon, who, adopting the name of 
Harcourt, was the grandfather of Lewis Har- 
court, King Edward's minister of public 
works. 

In France the history of the Harcourt fam- 
fly was equally Ulustrious, and prior to the 
great revolution the family had furnished no 
less than five field marshals to the French 
army, besides numerous other great digni- 
taries of state. One of them founded the 
former college of Harcourt, which is now the 
College of France, in Paris. In fact, the his- 
tory of the Harcourt family may be said to be 
to a great extent the history of France. 

The late duke was a captain of infantry on 
the retired list of the French army and was 
universally Hked and greatly respected, not 
only by. the ro but also 
political adversaries. He was small in stat- 
ure, but had nothing of thet aggressiveness 
in his manner which so often characterizes 
ghort men. While not overburdened with 
wealth, the dukes of Harcourt are neverthe- 
less comfortably off, possessing quite enough 
fortune, indeed, to enable them to maintain 
in a fit manner the dignity of their ancient 
name The new duke finds himself master of 
a grand old mansion in the Faubourg St. Ger- 
main and 47 Rue de Varennes, and of 6 
chateau and large estates in the department 
ef Calvados.
